The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  2295)  to  amend  section  313  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Act  of  1938,  with  respect  to  tobacco  allotments,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with  an 
amendment. 

This  bill  would  prevent  the  hurley  tobacco  acreage  allotment  for 
1956,  1957,  or  1958  for  any  farm  not  retired  from  agricultural  pro¬ 
duction  from  being  reduced  by  reason  of  the  underplanting  of  any 
previous  allotment,  if  at  least  50  percent  of  the  farm’s  allotment  in 
I  any  1  of  the  5  years  preceding  the  year  for  which  the  allotment  is 
being  determined  was  harvested.  If  the  farm  has  harvested  less 
than  50  percent  of  its  allotment  in  each  of  such  5  years,  its  allotment 
would  not  be  reduced  for  that  reason  to  less  than  "the  highest  acreage 
harvested  in  any  1  of  such  years.  The  pm'pose  of  the  bill  is  to  dis¬ 
courage  the  production  of  hurley  tobacco,  which  is  already  in  over¬ 
supply,  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  allotments.  The  bill  and  the 
current  regulation  on  this  matter  are  explained  in  the  attached  letter 
from  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  committee  amendment  would  designate  the  subsection  added 
to  section  313  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938  by  the  bill 
as  subsection  (j).

Dear  Senator  Ei-lender:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  June  23,  1955, 
requesting  the  Department’s  vieivs  on  S.  2295,  a  bill  to  amend  section  313  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  with  respect  to  tobacco  allotments. 

The  Department  recommends  that  the  bill  be  passed. 

The  bill  is  applicable  only  to  burley  tobacco  during  the  next  3  years.  The 
surplus  burley  tobacco  situation  led  to  the  enactment  of  Public  Law  21,  84th 
Congress,  under  which  the  1955  burley  national  marketing  quota  and  State  and 
farm  acreage  allotments  were  reduced.  S.  2295  provides  that  for  the  next  3 
years  (1956-58)  the  burley  tobacco  acreage  allotment  for  a  farm  (other  than  a 
farm  retired  from  agricultural  production)  would  not  be  reduced  because  of  under- 
planting  if  as  much  as  50  percent  of  the  farm-acreage  allotment  was  harvested 
in  any  1  of  the  preceding  5  years.  If  less  than  50  percent  of  the  allotment  was 
harvested  in  each  of  the  preceding  5  years,  the  allotment  would  not  be  reduced  . 
for  such  reason  to  less  than  the  largest  acreage  harvested  in  any  year  in  such/ 
5-year  period.  x 

Under  present  regulations  of  the  Department,  the  acreage  allotment  for  a 
farm  is  not  reduced  because  of  underplanting  if  the  acreage  of  tobacco  harvested 
on  the  farm  during  any  1  of  3  consecutive  years  is  as  much  as  75  percent  of  the 
farm-acreage  allotment. 

In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  S.  2295  no  additional  funds  woidd  be  required. 

In  view'  of  Mr.  Mouser’s  telephone  request  of  July  18  that  these  reports  be 
submitted  immediately,  we  have  not  obtained  advice  from  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  as  to  the  relationship  of  this  proposed  legislation  to  the  program  of  the 
President.

Let  me 
add  that  there  was  absolutely  no  deroga¬ 
tion  of  the  purpose  of  the  erection  of  the 
proposed  memorial  to  Senator  Taft  im¬ 
plied  in  what  I  said.  I  should  state  to 
the  Senator  also,  because  it  may  interest 
him  to  know  it,  that  the  only  criticism 
which  I  received  from  my  State  of  the 
proposed  memorial  to  Senator  Taft  came 
from  a  very  strongly  Republican  news¬ 
paper,  edited  in  the  capital  of  my  State, 
and  owned  by  a  former  distinguished 
Republican  Governor  of  Oregon.

shall  enter  into  the  necessary  contracts  and 
agreements  for  the  erection  of  said  memorial. 

Resolved  further.  That '  anything  In  this 
resolution  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
the  wording  of  the  scroll  and  the  sculpture 
which  is  to  be  a  part  of  said  memorial  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  executive  committee  for 
approval  before  submitting  said  sculpture 
and  scroll  to  the  designated  representatives 
of  the  Congress  for  final  approval. 

Resolved  further.  That,  in  accordance  with 
the  statements  made  by  the  president  the 
substance  of  these  resolutions  shall  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  board  of  trustees  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Mr.  NEUBERGER.  Mr.  President,  I 
was  trying  to  obtain  the  floor  during  the 
consideration  of  the  concurrent  resolu¬ 
tion  dealing  with  the  proposed  memorial 
to  the  late  Senator  Taft,  and  the  joint 
resolution  providing  for  the  creation  of 
a  commission  to  study  plans  for  a  me¬ 
morial  honoring  the  late  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt. 

I  should  like  to  ask  a  question  of  the 
distinguished  chairman  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Rules  and  Administration  with 
respect  to  these  memorials. 

At  the  time  the  Taft  Memorial  on  th0' 
Capitol  Plaza  was  first  proposed,  I  re¬ 
ceived  communications  from  a  nuipber 
of  people  in  my  State,  including  ,^ome 
newspaper  editors. 

Our  State  once  had  a  very  i^Ustrious 
Republican  Senator  who  servi^d  in  this 
body  for  28  years,  and  wa^^  for  many 
years  Republican  minority  Reader.  I  re¬ 
fer  to  the  distinguished''  late  Senator 
Charles  L.  McNary.  / 

The  writers  of  these^tters  ask  me  this 
question:  Suppose  a  .group  of  people  in 
the  State  of  Oregon^.s'hould  feel  thatThey 
would  like  to  raise''funds  to  erect  a  me¬ 
morial  on  the  C^'pitol  Plaza  to  Senator 
McNary?  NaWrally  it  would  not  be  of 
the  dimensio^of  the  memorial  proposed 
to  Senator  "^ft,  because  that  amount  of 
money  pr^ably  could  not  be  raised  in  a 
State  wim  our  limited  population.  But 
would  ^nsideration  be  given  to  setting 
aside  k  plot  of  land  on  the  Capitol  Plaza 
so  t^t  the  citizens  of  Oregon  who  are 
interested  in  honoring  Senator  McNary, 


to  the  memory  of  Senator  'Webstqr  or 
Senator  Calhoun,  for  example. 

Mr.  NEUBERGER.  'While  considera¬ 
tion  is  being  given  to  the  erecti^  of  the 
Taft  memorial,  I  believe  uSe  record 
should  be  clear  that  if  in  th^uture  it  is 
proposed  to  honor  Senato^Webster,  or 
Senator  McNary,  or  Seizor  Norris,  or 
Senator  "Vandenberg,  or  Senator  Cal¬ 
houn,  or  whomever  iVmay  be,  parallel 
consideration  may  given  to  placing 
on  the  Capitol  grinds  monuments  in 
honor  of  those  ill^trious  men. 

Mr.  GREEN,  ^ongress  has  a  right  to 
do  anything  ^ wishes  to  do.  It  could 
authorize  suph  statues.  It  could  also 
qualify  or  add  certain  conditions  to  the 
erection  o^''such  statues.  If  I  may  ex¬ 
press  a  .^jersonal  opinion — ^not  of  the 
committee — it  might  be  well  if  we  coifld 
establish  a  general  rule  to  be  applied  in 
sucl%-'cases,  just  as  there  is  now  a  rule 
wi^  respect  to  the  erection  of  statues 
in'^the  Capitol. 

/'  Mr.  CHA'VEZ.  Mr.  Pi’esident,  I  am  in 
/favor  of  the  resolution.  However,  I  wish 
to  say  to  my  good  friend  from  the  State 
of  Oregon  that  I  served  with  Senator 
McNary,  and  I  believe  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution  will  help  the  idea  the  Sen¬ 
ator  from  Oregon  has  in  mind.  We  are 
establishing  a  precedent.  I  believe  Sen¬ 
ator  McNary  deserves  a  place  in  Ameri¬ 
can  history. 

Mr.  NEUBERGER.  I  thank  the  Sen¬ 
ator  from  New  Mexico  for  his  kind  re¬ 
marks  about  Senator  McNary. 

Mr.  CHAVEZ.  I  knew  Senator  McNary 
very  well.  I  knew  him  from  the  first  day 
he  served  in  the  Senate.  At  that  time  I 
was  a  clerk  in  the  Senate.  I  not  only 
knew  him  personally  very  well,  but  I  al¬ 
ways  thought  he  was  a  great  American 
citizen.  I  believe  the  idea  the  Senator 
from  Oregon  has  in  mind,  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Oregon  may  some  day  wish  to 
honor  Senator  McNary  will  be  enhanced 
if  we  adopt  the  resolution,  because  we 
will  be  establishing  a  precedent. 

Mr.  NEUBERGER.  To  indicate  the 
extent  of  my  admiration  for  Senator 
McNary  I  should  state  that,  although  I 
have  been  a  registered  Democrat  since 
Hhe  day  I  reached  my  21st  birthday,  on 
tl<^e  only  two  occasions  when  I  had  an 
op'^ortunity  to  vote  for  Senator  McNary, 
whifeh  was  in  1936  and  in  1942, 1  voted  for 
him  lather  than  for  his  Democratic  op¬ 
ponent';-,  because  of  my  admiration  for 
Senator ''l^cNary’s  progressive  viewpoint 
and  his  ch^’acter  and  integrity.

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  6847] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  K.  6847)  to  amend  section  313  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Act  of  1938,  with  respect  to  tobacco  allotments,  having  considered 
the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment  and  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

ST.YTEMENT 

Under  the  present  provisions  of  law  a  farmer  having  a  hurley 
tobacco  acreage  allotment  must  plant  as  much  as  75  percent  of  his 
allotment  during  1  of  3  consecutive  years  in  order  to  prevent  his 
allotment  from  being  reduced  because  of  underplanting.  It  has  come 
to  the  attention  of  the  committee  that  there  are  farms  with  hurley 
hbacco  acreage  where  the  operator  is  engaged  primarily  in  some 
other  type  of  agriculture  and  where  he  is  obviously  plantmg  his  hurley 
tobacco  acreage  every  3  years  in  order  merely  to  keep  the  farm  allot¬ 
ment,  in  case  he  should  at  some  time  want  to  utilize  all  of  it. 

Because  of  the  surplus  hurley  tobacco  situation,  which  has  led  to 
sharp  curtailment  of  markfiting  quotas  during  the  current  year,  it 
seems  desirable  to  the  committee  to  make  it  possible  for  farmers  with 
hurley  tobacco  allotments  to  retain  those  allotments  without  necessity 
of  planting  75  percent  of  the  allotment  every  3  years.  This  bill  will 
therefore,  for  the  next  3  crop-years,  permit  a  hurley  tobacco  grower 
to  retain  his  allotment  without  reduction  because  of  underplanting  if 
he  has  planted  as  much  as  50  percent  of  that  allotment  in  any  one  of 
the  preceding  5  years.

Following  is  the  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  recom¬ 
mending  approval  of  this  legislation:

Dear  Senator  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  for  the  Department’s 
views  on  H.  II.  6847,  a  bill  to  amend  section  313  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Act  of  1938,  with  respect  to  tobacco  allotments. 

The  Department  recommends  that  the  bill  be  passed. 

The  bill  is  applicable  only  to  burley  tobacco  during  the  next  3  years.  The 
surplus  burley  tobacco  situation  led  to  the  enactment  of  Public  Law  21,  84th 
Congress,  under  which  the  1955  burley  national  marketing  quota  and  State 
and.  farm  acreage  allotments  were  reduced.  H.  P.  6847  provides  that  for  the 
next  3  years  (1956-58)  the  burley  tobacco  acreage  allotment  for  a  farm  (other 
than  a  farm  retired  from  agricultural  production)  would  not  be  reduced  because 
of  underplanting  if  as  much  as  50  percent  of  the  farm  acreage  allotment  wa| 
harvested  in  any  one  of  the  preceding  5  years.  If  less  than  50  percent  of  th" 
allotment  was  harvested  in  each  of  the  preceding  5  years,  the  allotment  would 
not  be  reduced  for  such  reason  to  less  than  the  largest  acreage  harvested  in 
any  year  in  such  5-year  period. 

Under  present  regulations  of  the  Department,  the  acreage  allotment  for  a  farm 
is  not  reduced  because  of  underplanting  if  the  acreage  of  tobacco  harvested  on  the 
farm  during  any  one  of  3  consecutive  years  is  as  much  as  75  percent  of  the  farm 
acreage  allotment. 

In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  H.  R.  6847  no  additional  funds  would  be 


reci  Hired. 

The  proper  letter  designation  should  be  assigned  the  new  subsection  added  at 
the  end  of  section  313  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended. 

In  view  of  Mr.  Heimburger’s  telephone  request  of  July  20  that  this  report  be 
submitted  immediately  we  have  not  obtained  advice  from  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  as  to  the  relationship  of  the  proposed  legislation  to  the  program  of  the 
President.

“(b)  Out  of  such  sums  each  State  .shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  annually  a  sum  of 
money  equal  to  and  subject  to  the  same  re¬ 
quirement  as  to  use  for  marketing  research 
projects  as  the  sums  received  frp'm  Federal 
appropriations  for  State  agricultural  experi¬ 
ment  stations  for  the  fiscal  year  1955,  except 
that  amounts  heretofore  made  available 
from  the  fund  known  as  tire  ‘Regional  re¬ 
search  fund.  Office  of  Experiment  Stations’ 
shall  continue  to  be  available  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  cooperative  r^ional  projects  as  de¬ 
fined  in  subsection  ^c)  (3),  and  the  said 
fund  shall  be  designated  ‘Regional  research 
fund.

Speaker,  Ui  R.  7606  and  H.  R.  7606  in¬ 
troduced- by  Congressman  Priest  and 
myself,. -Tespectively,  kfe  successor  bills 
to  H.  R.  4099  and  H.  R.'-^lOO,  also  intro¬ 
duced  by  us. 

Jf.  R.  7605  and  7606  differ  from  H.  R. 
4099  and  4100  in  that  the  provision  set¬ 
ting  up  an  advisory  committee  is  com¬ 
pletely  eliminated.  Addition^ly,  the 
provision  requiring  the  Secretary^o  take 
into  consideration  the  functionarya^ue 
of  the  proposed  additive  is  eliminate. 

There  has  been  added  a  provision  colq- 
sistent  with  existing  provisions  of  thb^ 
Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act  prohibit-  ' 
ing  any  person  from  using  or  revealing 
information  acquired  under  the  new  food 
additives  section.  The  term  “new  chem¬ 
ical  additive”  has  been  changed  to  “new 
food  additive”  as  being  more  definitive  of 
the  subject. 

^Language  changes  have  been  made  to 
eliminate  possible  inconsistencies  be¬ 
tween  section  409  of  the  new  bill  and 
section  406  of  the  present  Pood  and  Drug 
Act.  The  new  bills  would  require  the 
Secretary  to  take  action  on  an  applica¬ 
tion  within  a  specified  period,  and  the 
appeals  provisions  are  broadened  to  give 
increased  protection  to  any  person  ad¬ 
versely  affected  by  any  action  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  under  section  409.  No  other 
major  changes  are  involved. 

The  definition  of  “new  food  additive” 
is  essentially  the  same  as  that  of  “new 
chemical  additive”  used  in  H.  R.  4099 
and  4100.  A  slight  rearrangement  of 
language  has  been  made  for  the  sake  of 
clarity.  H.  R.  7605  and  7606  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  use  the  administrative  pro¬

MILITARIZATION  OP  THE  IMMI¬ 
GRATION  AND  NATURALIZATION 

SERVICE 

(Mr.  MOLLOHAN  asked  and  was  given 
permission  to  extend  his  remarks  at  this 
point  in  the  Record.) 

Mr.  MOLLOHAN.  Mr.  Speaker,  I 
wish  to  alert  this  House  that  although 
the  Senate  bills,  S.  1271  and  S.  1272 
on  the  Private  Calendar,  have  been  ob¬ 
jected  to  and  ordered  recommitted  to 
the  Committee  on  Armed  Services — we 
may  not  as  yet  have  heard  the  end  of 
these  two  measures  in  this  session  of  the 
Congress — as  we  shall  certainly  hear 
more  about  them  in  the  next. 

For  these  reasons,  I  wish  to  inform 
the  House  clearly  and  unmistakably  as 
the  nature  of  these  bills  and  the  prin- 
)les  which  are  involved.  To  me  these 
imand  the  serious  consideration  of  all 
Med^ers  of  the  Congress  before  taking 
action^upon  these  measures. 

The^nate  bills,  S.  1271  and  S.  1272, 
w^ould  e»8mpt  Gens.  Frank  H.  Partridge 
and  Edwin^B.  Howard  from  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the\dual  positions  statute  and 
thus  enable  tnese  retired  officers  to  ac¬ 
cept  appointments  as  Assistarit  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  the  Immigration  And  Natural¬ 
ization  Service  iiv\the  Eiepartment  of 
Justice.  \  . ' 

I  deeply  deplore  th^act  that  I  could 
not  concur  in  the  action  taken  by  the 
Committee  on  Armed  SeNices  in  favor¬ 
ably  reporting  out  these  ^1^®-  At  the 
time  of  the  hearings  on  thesmiH®  before 
the  committee,  the  Subcomfi^ittee  on 
Legal  and  Monetary  Affairs — of  which 
I  am  chairman — of  the  House  (j^yern- 
ment  Operations  Committee  was\on- 
ducting  an  investigation  of  the  ImmigXa- 
ticn  ^hd  Naturalization  Service  und^ 
the  reorganization  initiated  by  Gen.  J.  M.\ 
Swing,  the  newly  appointed  Commis¬ 
sioner. 

Prom  the  facts  revealed  by  ths  investi¬ 
gation,  I  found  it  impossible  to  avoid  the 
following  conclusions: 

First,  neither  General  Howard  nor 
General  Partridge  was  eligible  for  em¬ 
ployment  by  the  Service  except  as  a  con¬ 
sultant. 

Second,  the  two  retired  ofiacers  were 
occupying  full  policymaking  and  policy- 
administering  positions  in  violation  and 
circumvention  of  both  the  statutory  and 
regulatory  provisions  of  the  law. 

Third,  both  received  compensation  in 
excess  of  that  authorized  by  law. 

Fourth,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
had  it  not  been  for  the  insistence  of  the 
subcommittee,  supplemented  by  a  ruling 
by  the  Comptroller  General,  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  General  Partridge  would  have 
been  continued  after  the  legal  period  of 
his  eligibility  had  expired. 

The  situation  involving  the  2  re¬ 
tired  generals  with  whom  W'e  are  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  above  2  bills  was  only 
a  sidelight  of  the  subcommittee’s  study. 
The  information  revealed  by  this  study 
has,  however,  since  been  substantiated 
by  the  highest  authority  available  in 


Sion. 

Nevertheless,  these  two  Senate  /-bills 
would  enable  Generals  Partridge  and 
Howard  to  accept  appointments'  as  As¬ 
sistant  Commissioners  in  the  linmigra- 
tion  and  Naturalization  Service  in  the 
Department  of  Justice — positions  which 
they  have,  in  reality,  b.een  occupying 
ever  since  their  employment  as  consult¬ 
ants. 

I  would  like  to  make  it  perfectly  clear 
at  this  point,  Mr.  Speaker,  that  my  op¬ 
position  to  these  bills  is  not  directed 
against  either  of  these  two  gentlemen 
personally.  I  have  the  greatest  respect 
for  their  unquestioned  honor  and  in¬ 
tegrity  and  equal  regard  for  their  un¬ 
doubted  qualifications  as  soldiers. 

,But  Lam  unconditionally  and  unalter¬ 
ably  opposed  to  what  these  two  bills 
would  accomplish — the  further  milita¬ 
rization  of  the  Immigration  and  Nat¬ 
uralization  Service. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  do  not  speak  lightly. 
The  Immigration  Service  has  been  the 
subject  of  intensive  investigation  and 
extensive  hearings  by  the  Subcommittee 
on  Legal  and  Monetary  Affairs.  I  am 
deeply  concerned  by  some  of  the  facts 
which  have  been  brought  to  light 
through  the  subcommittee’s  efforts.  I 
am  even  more  alarmed  by  the  indica¬ 
tion  of  hidden  activities  which  we  have 
been  unable  to  bring  to  light. 

With  the  greatest  reluctance,  I  speak 
of  these  latter  matters  now.  It  has 
always  been  my  practice  to  ignore  anony¬ 
mous  communications.  Every  Member 
of  Congress,  I  am  sure,  receives  his  share 
of  such  communications  and  treats  with 
the  contempt  they  merit  these  nameless 
informers  who  lack  the  courage  to  stand 
up  like  men  and  speak  their  minds  for 
what  they  sincerely  believe  to  be  for  the 
good  of  their  country. 

Unhappily,  Congress  has  little  choice 
./oday  but  to  attach  significance  to  some 
■qf  these  nameless  communications  be¬ 
muse  the  executive  branches  of  the  Gov- 
erriqient  refuse  to  deal  candidly  with 
our  ^>^oper  and  pertinent  inquiries,  and 
becausqof  the  censorship  which  has  been 
clampedvupon  even  the  most  plebeian 
activities  qf  the  civil  departments  and 
agencies  of  t^ie  Government. 

It  is  of  one\such  anonymous  commu¬ 
nication  that  /qj^m  about  to  speak.  Ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  ch's^innan  of  the  Subcom¬ 
mittee  on  Legal  dnd  Monetary  Affairs, 
the  charges  it  makes  regarding  secret 
plans  and  activities  ^ng  conducted  by 
the  Immigration  anck^  Naturalization 
Service  are,  I  am  sure  Vou  wull  agree, 
far  too  serious  to  be  disre^rded. 

The  Immigration  ServicX  has  been 
given  an  opportunity  to  renite  these 
charges.  The  fact  that  it  ha^’efused 
to  deny  them  forces  but  one  conclusion — 
that  the  shocking  revelations  iiNthis 
communication  are,  indeed,  fouii^ed 
upon  fact. 

Consequently,  I  feel  that  there  is  noN 
other  recourse  open  save  to  make  its  con¬ 
tent  public  as  a  thoroughly  disquieting 
example  of  w'hat  happens  when  we  per¬ 
mit  the  militaristic  mind  to  dominate  the
